Washington, Feb. 1.—T£e dhlaion in 


the senate over the railroad rate bill 
seems now to hang upon a question of 
appeal to the courts from the decision 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, when it fixes a maximum rate. 
The house Mil, ana the JDolliTer-Clapp 
bill in the senate provide for no ap- 
peal, leaving it to the railroad compa- 
nies to take any case into the courts 
under the present laws. The oppon- 
ents of the house and similar bills in- 
sist that the right of the railroads to 
au appeal in every case where the 
commission fixes a rate must be given. 
A review of the action of the commis- 
sion by the courts is the contention 
and it appears that the rate fight is to 
be made on these .lines. Senator El 
kins, chairman of the committee, has 
had conferences with Senator Dolliver 
on this subject, but they have come to 
no agreement. Senator Dolliver in 
sists that the railroads have the same 
protection in the courts as other citi 
zens, while Senator Elkins says thai 
the right of review by a court of anj 
order of the commission reducing i 
rate is necessary in order to protec 
railroad properties. The-present di 
vision probably will develop further 
when the committee meets Friday.

Some' 
months ago the members of a Servian 
band who had surrendered and liad 
been deprived of their weapons were 
massacred in Kumanova town in frout 
of the Austrian officer's house. In the 
town of Uskub nssassinaUqns on ihe 
streets are not uncommon, and we 
heard of many cases of murders and 
robberies committed by soldiers aud 
others in the neighborhood. 


"In the Salonika district it is beyond 


a doubt 'that the Turks :nre assisting 
and encouraging the formation of the 
Greek bands to promote R feud be- 
tween the Greeks and Bulgarians. Two 
horrible massacres of Bulgarians by- 
Greeks took place not long ago, and In 
each instance these were made possi- 
ble by the support of the Turks. 
Turks are found ia the Greek bands, 
and some of the Greeks wear Turkish 
uniforms. The massacre of nine peas- 
ants ut Mogila by Turkish troops took 
place two days before our arrival. The 
Italian officers who visited the spot as- 
sured me that the peasants could not 
In any sense be called Komitajis. M. 
Deraerifc, the Russian civil agent, vrho
